Dove Hunting Strategy 


Locating feeding and watering spots is the keynote 
of successful shooting in today's competitive field 


By Mabry I. Anderson 


Twenty years ago, when I first began 
shooting doves, finding them was the 
simplest part of the game. I had one 
stock procedure, namely, find a freshly 


planted wheat or rye field, take a stand 


and await the arrival of birds. This, of 
course, was in the dim and distant past, 
before dove shooting had taken on its 
present air of “respectability” and the 
few dyed-in-the-wool dove fans had 
little competition. As a result, seasons 
were long, bag limits high and the term 
dove shooting meant exactly what it 
said. 

Times have changed. No longer does 
the average hunter look down his nose 
at the dove and dove hunter and the 
few old-time “fanatics” are joined on 
every side by hundreds of equally fa- 
natical “new generation”, hunters. With

himself, we would have shot ourselves 
out of the dove hunting game long ago. 

The dove, however, is a_ biological 
phenonenon and holds his own in the 


/ith feed on one side and a water hole on the other, the author takes a “stand” 
where the doves should pass within shooting range 
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face of seemingly overwhelming pres- 
sure. But he has made himself hard to 
find and, as a result, many otherwise 
good hunters fail to take birds due simply — 
to lack of knowledge of certain factors, — 
Many hunters have deluded themselves 
into believing that a dove’s habits are 
firmly fixed and that he will not, under _ 
any circumstances, vary his rules of 
conduct. Actually, nothing could be 
further from the truth. Doves can no 
longer be depended upon to follow set 
patterns and the old adage that “birds are 
where you find ’em”, holds true to a 
remarkable degree. es 
Roughly, dove hunting can be broken 
down into three categories: (1) hunting 
over feeding fields, (2) hunting over 
water holes, and (3) hunting them “where 
you can find them”. ee 
In hunting over feeding fields, many — 
factors must be considered. A few years 
ago, when morning shooting was per- — 
mitted, feed field hunting was perhaps _ 
the most satisfactory type of all but with 
the end of morning shooting, such fields _ 
are not nearly as dependable as before. 
Ordinarily, doves can take the majority 
of their daily food requirement in the © 
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morning and they are apt to be some- 
what lethargic about feeding to any 
great degree in the afternoon. However, 
it should be remembered that they will 
feed at least spasmodically in the after- 
noon, but in most instances they will 
refrain from coming to feeding fields 
until well along toward the shank of 
the afternoon. 

This was nicely demonstrated to me 
last season. For several years, John Som- 
mers and I have enjoyed excellent shoot- 


‘ing over a little pasture of lespedeza and 


“sneeze weeds” at the very edge of town. 
Quite naturally, the word got around 
and on opening day when we arrived at 
the field around noon at least a dozen 
other hunters were there before us. Not 
a dove was in sight, none of the telephone 
wires that traversed the field having any 
“occupants” and the bushes that sur- 
rounded the pasture being completely 
barren of birds. For a while we remained, 
hoping somewhat vainly for the approach 
of birds, but by midafternoon not a half 
dozen doves had come in. Disgustedly, 
we left and began a scouting expedition 
throughout the neighboring countryside. 
Even that failed. On impulse, we decided 
to drive back to our original field before 
calling it a day. Arriving about 5:00 p.m., 
we found, to our surprise, that the visit- 
ing hunters had departed. We took our 
usual stands and awaited developments. 
At 5:30, a half dozen birds swung in, 


offering a shot. Then, apparently as if 


guided by some form of mental telepathy, 
birds began coming from everywhere. 


Within twenty minutes, we had garnered 
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our limits. We assumed that the birds 
had begun utilizing the place as a roost- 
ing ground but we were wrong. They 
came to feed, briefly it must be ad- 
mitted, and by sundown they were gone. 

Carefully we gathered up our empty 
shell hulls and other “signs” of Activity 


and for the remainder of the season, we 
Tegularly took our limits from this self- 
same spot. Not once were we disturbed 
by hunters, since a casual hour or two 
had convinced them all that the doves 
had abandoned the place! Those doves 
simply had that place marked for a 
brief feeding period in late afternoon 
and by the time they began arriving, the 
hunters had left in disgust. 

All feeding fields, however, are not 
used in this manner. Under normal con- 
ditions, doves, once they have selected 
a field, will feed more or less regularly 
during most of the afternoon hours. Of 
all the fields preferred by doves in most 
of the South, a freshly planted wheat or 
rye field is best. Oat fields, for various 
reasons, run a poor second, some ob- 
servers believing that the doves dislike 
oats due to their rough husks. At any 
rate, they much prefer wheat or rye 
and if you can locate a freshly planted 
field, you can almost assure yourself 
some shooting. 

Many other types of small grain offer 
good feeding grounds but, as a general 
rule, doves will not make concerted feed- 
ing forays on the other types of small 
grain nearly as well as they will on the 
aforementioned wheat and rye. In local- 
ities given to winter shooting of doves, 
cornfields are an excellent bet though 
the birds are quite temperamental. It 
is odd to note’ (Continued on page 19)

There we found our 
horses, already arranged for, staked 
around two broken bales of mountain 
hay. High peaks, capped with the sea- 
son’s first snow flurries, majestically 
poked at the sky, and an icy wind, slipping 
off their jagged sides, whispered the pines 
and aspens threateningly. I tried not to 
shiver, beneath my fleece lined jacket 
and wool riding britches, as the boys 
saddled the four sturdy horses we were

to ride to the summit of Deer 
Ridge, then loaded paniers and 
packs on the remaining three. _ 

And that’s an art, loading a 
pack horse, in case you’ve never 
tried it. The paniers and bed 
rolls must be weighted just so, 
if the pack isn’t to slip and un- 
foot the horse on the treacherous 
ledge trail, or frighten him to a 
mad bolting lunge. And I could 
see why Vi and I had been cau- 
tioned to come ‘light.’ A pack 
horse can hold just so much, 
and, after all, a hunter has to 
carry plenty of beans, flour, 
sugar, and other foods — to

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say nothing of several rations of oats for 
the horses—for a week’s camping where 
neighbors are only wild forest whispers. 

It took us six hours, instead of five, to 
make the climb. Two of the pack horses 
had to be led, since they had a bold yen 
for the distant barn they’d hailed from. 
Lunging up, up, up, climbing jagged hair- 
pin turns of almost virgin rock, all the 
horses lathered and wheezed. Frequent 
stops were necessary for the beasts to 
catch their breath. We’d stretch our 
knees then, savor the crisp scent of pine, — 
the flick of an occasional maverick snow- 
flake against our cheeks, and snug the ear ~ 
flaps of our caps against the pierce of the © 


sharp wind. But the frightened chatter | 


of a squirrel, the bold nudge of a power- ~ 
rifle against the saddle horn, the far call - 
of a coyote, made it worth the harsh ef- — 
fort.

‘IN A SPORTING GOODS STORE in 
downtown Bellingham, Washington, two 
leathery faced individuals were convers- 
ing in momentous tones with a spellbound 
salesman. Occasional lulls in the blatant 
roar of city traffic awarded a_ potential 
customer, myself, sketchy phrases of a 
palaver which went something like this: 
“Silvers piling into the straits, the North 
Shore, 32 pounds o’ meat,” etc., etc. 

This gab session reacted on me like a 
shot in the arm. These men were talking 
salmon. According to the old timers the 
fall run of silvers was two weeks late, 
whereas all sport fishermen were alerted 
to any good catches brought in by com- 
mercial boats and hopeful anglers of the 
sporting clan. 

Indifferently I sidled nearer and with a 
vacant stare inspected a heavy salmon 
lure. No doubt my ears were flapping in 
the slight breeze entering the open door- 
way. ‘ 

“T tell ye,” said the taller man, smacking 

a horny palm on the counter, “Them sil- 
vers are a running in the straits and I aim 
to boat a couple to-morrer.” 
- Thad heard enough and through a maze 
of sporting goods located the phone under 
a stray sleeping bag and called Hawley’s 
Landing on Lummi Island to charter a 
boat and kicker. With a few good catches 
__ making the headlines the stampede would 
f 
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start running, fishermen gather their gear 
and head quickly for the nearest fishing spot

But Mr. Bert Popowski in his article, 
Some Guides, Outfitters Are Racketeers, 
raised my breach pressure and I would 
like to answer him inasmuch as he calls 
upon his brother sportsmen to rally 
around his stump and put the kibosh on 
the guides, etc. 

Three years ago I realized what was 
coming up in the near future, so I con- 
tacted 10 of the most well known and 
efficient guides in the vicinity of Steam- 
boat Springs, Colorado, and we formed 
the Colorado Guides Association, now 
being incorporated. The purpose of the 
organization, as printed on our folders is 
as follows: 

The Colorado Guides Association was 
formed to acquaint the sportsman with 
the services offered by the Licensed 
Guides of the State and to better those 
services so that the sportsmen, general 
public, and guides might be mutually 
benefited and bring a better understand- 
ing between all concerned. 

The members of this association are 
pledged to serve you, the sportsman, in 
the best possible manner. 

The conservation pledge is on our 
letterheads and we will see that it is 
carried out. 

We also pledge each member to uphold 
the Colorado Game and Fish Laws, all 
rules of the Forest Service, and in no 
way to misrepresent our facilities, equip- 
ment or accommodations, and to give the 
best of everything we possibly can. We 
won’t rook the sportsman and we won’t 
rook the game—we won’t be rooked. No 
shooting for the hunter in our parties, 
only in extreme cases of wounded game 
liable to escape. 

We are all property owners in this area 
and we wish to conserve our game herds 
so our children and your children and 
theirs can have it to enjoy and the many 
pleasant trips through the wilds. The kill 
is by no means the main thing of a 
hunting trip in my way of thinking. You 
know a picture will last much longer 
than an elk steak. We need men like Mr.

Taxes and insurance to_ 
pay to protect our customers in case of 
accident, cooks and camp tenders to hire, 
extra guides and packers, and all this 
for only 15 days’ hunting.

As far as I have been able to find, the 
Colorado Guides Association is the only 
organization of its kind in any of the 
western states. There are several so- 
called outfitters, classing themselves as 
such, and soliciting licensed and resident 
guides to line up with them on a com- 
mission basis. They then travel in person 
to large cities, and advertise, and lobby 
in hotels to get business for their so- 
called outfitters and guides. Any licensed 
guide who would line up with such 
offal deserves a guardian or a strait 
jacket. 

Just how would you, Mr. Popowski, 
go about changing these conditions? Did 
you turn in your cow elk-killing guide 
to the Wyoming Game and Fish Depart- 
ment? What action did they take? 

Would Mr. Popowski send me the ad- 
dress of any guide association that he 
knows about and I will take the matters 
up with our association and write them 
getting their views, regulations, etc., and 
try to work for a mutual plan of service 
for all concerned. 

I appreciate the fact that the majority 
of non-resident hunters are not as a rule 
so overburdened with money that they 
need a pack horse to carry it. Many save 
for years to indulge in their one big 
game hunt and should be given a good 
break and run for their money. 

If this letter ever gets in print, I feel 
my small effort will not have been 
wasted.

I nodded, kneeing my horse to follow 
Johnny’s.

that in many instances birds will com- 
pletely refuse to use a fine cornfield with 
an abundance of grain on the ground, 
while swarming in great numbers to an- 
other field that does not offer nearly as 
much food. As a result, the only success- 
ful way to cope with winter doves is to 
do a bit of advance scouting, locating in 
advance fields being used by the birds. 
In fact, this business of “scouting” is the 
most neglected and most important fea- 
ture of successful hunting, regardless of 
your quarry. A day spent in careful 
observation of potential hunting grounds 
will pay off in birds found, be they doves, 
ducks, geese, or what have you. 


Water holes have long been a favorite 
spot for dove shooting but many hunters 
are unaware that such a spot must offer 
much more than mere water. Locating a 
water hole is an almost exact science and 
something of the habits of doves must be 
known unless you can be content with a 
water haul! Above all things else, a water 
hole used by doves must have at least 
one clean bank. Birds will always light 
either in bushes or on clean ground and 
then walk down to the water’s edge. 
They will not flutter down to water at 
a hole surrounded by vegetation, so 
save yourself lots of time by passing up 
such spots.

In the South, 
successful hunters attempt to find water 
holes surrounded by the honey locust 
(thorn) tree, since this tree is highly 
favored by doves. In fact, one isolated 
locust tree will often contain every dove 
in a given thicket. 


One afternoon John Sommers and I, 
after taking a few birds from a “shot 
over” feeding field, began touring the 
countryside in an effort to find a more 
suitable spot. For a couple of hours we 
drove aimlessly until suddenly we ap- 
proached a little bayou that ran through 
a farmer’s barn lot. Stopping the jeep 
we scanned the surrounding bushes and 
found what we were looking for, several 
doves resting in a thorn tree at the edge 
of the water. Quickly obtaining permis- 
sion to shoot from the farmer’s wife, we 
approached the pool and took stands, 
several birds flushing from the water’s 
edge as we made our appearance. Within 
ten minutes, birds began drifting back 
to the hole and we spent one of the most 
pleasant afternoons that I can remember. 
Those birds came in just right—singles, 
pairs, and sometimes in flocks of a half 
dozen or so. Within an hour we had 
taken our limits. The only odd thing 
about the afternoon’s shoot was that the 
bayou and barnyard were within a stone’s 
throw of a main highway. As we sat 


Ithere, at least a dozen parties of dovel 


hunters passed the place without a back- 
ward glance! Too civilized for them, I 
suppose. Doves, however, are not afraid 
of civilization, provided the place gives 
them what they are seeking. Some of the 
best dove shooting that I have ever ex- 
perienced has come virtually within the 
city limits. The average hunter skips 
such spots due to the fact that they are 
too civilized for him! 

During the past few years, increased 
hunting pressure has caused the dove to 
become much more ‘temperamental in 
regard to remaining around any given 
feeding field or water hole. As a result, 
shooting in many instances has been more 
or less spasmodic. Consequently, smart 
dove hunters are turning more and more 
to less conventional methods, such as 
“kicking up” birds in cotton fields, grain 
fields and along hedgerows. 

Two seasons past, my business kept me 
very close to my office during late after- 
noon hours and it appeared that my 
chances for. successful shooting were 
about wiped out. However, I am fortu- 
nate in having my business located at an 
airport several miles out from town and 
in the heart of the countryside sur- 
rounded by farmland. Being reluctant 
to call it quits, I began taking my gun 
to the field. One day, shortly after 
lunch, I strolled across the airport to 
the edge of a large cotton field traversed 
by a power line. A few doves habitually 
“used” this power line as a resting place 
and as I approached, several could be 
seen on the wires. Carefully I began 
“stalking” them but I had not ventured 
more than twenty yards into the cotton 
before a pair of birds exploded from 
beneath my feet exactly like quail. 
Luckily, I dropped them both and after 
reloading, started over to retrieve. How- 
ever, I had not taken ten steps before 
three more birds erupted from the cotton 
and again I dropped a pair. To make a 
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long story short, the entire cotton. field 
was alive with birds and within fifteen 
minutes, I had walked up and killed a 
limit and was back at my office. Before 
leaving the field, I examined the ground 
carefully (as well as the crop of one of 
the birds) and found that they were 
feeding on the seeds of native grass that 
grew along with the cotton. 

Needless to say, I spent the remainder 
of the season regularly walking the 
nearby cotton fields and in every single 
instance, I was able to take a limit of 
birds in less than an hour’s time. In a 
surprising number of instances, I have 
found them in large numbers, even 
though the routine feeding fields in the 
vicinity were barren, due mainly to over- 
shooting on the part of hunters. In addi- 
tion to cotton fields, the birds often “use” 
in sorghum patches, Kafir corn fields, soy 
beans, and in fact almost any type field 
offering feed. In the Mississippi Delta 
country, they have shown a marked 
preference for cotton fields, due no doubt 
to the fact that the rank cotton gives them 
a feeling of security. 

During the middle of the day a limit 
of birds can often be picked up by follow- 
ing hedgerows or the edge of timber in 
localities harboring birds. Doves love to 
rest in such places. For the casual hunter, 
this type hunting offers a good het. Inci- 


dentally, such hunting calls for the best 


im a man, requiring the ability to stalk 
in the pecepied sense of the word. Doves 
sit out in the open where they can 
readily see approaching hunters and the 
man who can repeatedly come within 
shooting range of the birds certainly 
earns his bag. And it takes a sharp 
shooting eye to drop your targets regu- 
larly as they leave the trees. Doves have 
tricky flight characteristics and when 
they leave a tree, they offer an unusual 
sort of shot, since they are going up and 
away, requiring a combination of upward 
and forward lead. Many birds will be 
missed until you “get their range.” 

A point worth mentioning is the little 
detail of finding your birds after you 
shoot them. Mother Nature was kind to 
the dove when she gave him his bluish 
coat, since it blends almost perfectly with 
any sort of terrain. As a result, unless 
you carefully mark fallen birds, you are 
quite apt to lose a good share of them. 
Frankly, I have given up trying to make 
doubles and triples except when shoot- 
ing over perfectly clean, freshly-plowed 
ground. The only way to pick up all of 
the doves you kill is to be satisfied with 
singles and to never take your eye from 
them from the time they are hit until 
they are in your game bag. Of course, 
a good retrieving dog will solve your 
problem but for some reason, dogs have 
not been featured prominently in dove 
shooting in the South. 

Yes, dove shooting has taken on an air 
of complete respectability and dove 
hunters are no longer called upon to 
apologize for their sport. Frankly, this 
condition is about thirty years past due 
since the dove is (to my way of think- 
ing) equal, if not superior, to any other 
upland game bird that flies. He is the 
only upland game bird in existence that 
will come to the gun and his very pugna- 
ciousness and vitality should make him 
the object of admiration from all good 
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sportsmen. Doves have been kicked 
around by hunters, do-gooders, and con- 
servationists until they must feel some- 
what like the proverbial “red headed 
stepchild.” Personally I think we ought 
to legally “adopt” them and get behind 
a concerted effort toward improving con- 
ditions for the birds themselves, thereby 


helping not only them, but ourselves as 


well by insuring future sport with one 
of the greatest game birds of them all.

So’east a freshening breeze threatened 
to disperse the low hanging fog shrouding 
the San Juans and as the little craft 
gathered way fine sprays of chilled sea 
water leaped over the port bow, forcing 
Walt to bring her into the wind to avoid 
a drenching. While he coaxed a satisfied 
purr out of his charge I began to rig the 
trolls. 

To the novice some salmon trolling rigs 
give the appearance of a Rube Goldberg 
speciality, which is quite understandable 
considering the lure, flashers, red beads, 
and lead that may string along ten feet of 
wire leader. Being an exponent of light, 
easily assembled rigs I disregarded the 
questionable value of flashes and onto a 
seven foot wire leader bent on Walt’s 
favorite lure, a red and white spotted five 
inch plug and to the front added a four 
ounce lead shaped and colored like a 
cockleshell. Making the assembly fast to 
the cuttyhunk, thirty pound test, I handed 
the five foot bamboo rod to Walt who 
dropped the lure overboard. Keeping the 
plug in sight Walt varied the speed until 
he was satisfied the lure was reacting 
sufficiently appetizing, then out went 
twenty-five, fifty, a hundred, and finally 
a hundred and fifty feet of line. In a few 
minutes my pearl spoon, built on a rig 
similar to Walt’s, dropped overboard and 
fell rapidly astern. My steel six foot rod, 
corroded from the salt spray of two 
oceans, was of ancient vintage yet whippy 
and as resilient as a flyrod. Sitting back 
we began to wait in tense expectancy for 
the smashing punch of a cruising silver. 
With both hands on his rod, Walt hooked 
a booted foot over the tiller and began to 
steer a zig-zag course through the flood- 
tide channel. 

The Silver salmon, also known as the 
Cohoe, is one of the most abundant and 
commercially important of our five species 
of Salmonidae ranging the Oregon and 
Washington coasts. Of the five he is the 
trickiest highflying acrobat to grace the 
tackle of a lucky angler. If your lure looks 
like the McCoy to him, he may strike it 
with such force you will lose your lure, 
line, and, if you are half asleep, some- 
times your rod. When he breaks water 
there is no shilly shallying around; he 
comes out clean, hard, and fast, often in a 
string of leaps so quickly executed your 
head will whirl in astonishment. When 
carrying the mail for bottom he goes 
hell-bent and “Gimme the middle of the 
road.” On light tackle he ranks high 
among our list of fighting fish. 

Unfortunately for my peace of mind, I 
had yet to boat a big silver although on 
previous trips I had garnered several 
youngsters running about ten pounds a 
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 piedes. J I have. ‘caught meee rock aaa 
bluefish in the estuaries of Chesapeake 


ey Bay and drum and snook in the passes of 


Florida’s east coast, yet, with mulish ob- 

 stinacy perhaps, I still preferred the en- 
ervating thrill of rainbow-white-water- 
three-ounce-rod. encounters in high 
mountain streams. Little did I suspect the 
fresh water in my blood might change to 
salt before the day was over. 

Near at hand a sleek cabin cruiser 
punched a hole through the fog and with 
fog bell dismally ringing made way across 
our starboard bow. Astern the excited 

yells of a lucky angler was faintly heard 

through the hum of our kicker. Uncon- 
sciously we gripped our rods tighter and 
waited. A few minutes later the ghostly 
bulk of Lummi Rocks loomed up dead 
ahead. 

“Some ’ers along heah I calculate we'll 
strike the main tidal current off Pt. 
Lawrence,” Walt offered in his southern 
drawl, “Hawley al’ys boats a couple here- 
abouts.” 

Loosening the star drag on his reel 
preparatory to lighting his pipe Walt 
anchored the rod at his feet. The next 
fractional part of a minute was a blur of 
excitement and confusion. A sudden and 
savage strike and Walt’s bamboo rod 
whanged hard against the gun’le. 

“Yuh gotta big’n,” I shouted unneces- 
sarily and dodging a can of tobacco sail- 
ing by my head as Walt made a stab for 
his thrashing rod. 

_ Thumbing the reel desperately Walt 

succeeded in tightening the drag when the 

~ line went limp. Reeling in Walt gazed 

with disgust at the parted line, while a 

hundred feet astern a huge silver broke 

_ water in continuous leaps, still trying to 
_ shake that stubborn lure. 

“The luck of the Massie clan,” I jibbed 
and handed him the tacklebox. 

The fog had now lifted to an opaque 
‘grey blanket scarcely a hundred feet 
overhead. A scant half mile to the left 
could be seen the swirling and choppy 
tide rip off Pt. Lawrence where the tidal 
currents of two straits collided in sullen 
fury. 

“Change course for Pt. Lawrence,,” I 
said, “I gotta hunch there are some gran- 
pappy silvers feeding in that rip.” 

“Yowsah, Boss,” Walt answered revving 
the motor a notch. 

_A few minutes later we approached a 
heavy skein of foam marking the outer 
edge of the rip, Walt would have his 
hands full making a true course thru 
that jumbled confusion of currents. No 
sooner did the boat enter that visible line 
‘of demarcation than a wayward current 
swung the bow ninety degrees to port 
swinging our trolling lines around broad- 
side. Reeling in the slack caused by the 
unexpected maneuver, a_ feather-light 
touch jiggled my rod tip and out of sheer 
intuition I came back hard with the rod. 
I was fast. 

Making good use of the light drag set on 
my reel the silver was hauling out line at 
a scorching pace. By this time Walt had 
killed the motor and reeled his line in. If 
you have ever been fast to a big salmon in 
the middle of a wicked tide rip then you 
will know what a critical situation I was 
in at that moment. For once King Nep- 
tune was on the side of his transient 
resident and precisely at the wrong mo- 
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ment, when the silver was deep down 
under the stern, the bow spun overtaking 
the line and snipped it cleanly. (The 
next ensuing comments of this story will 
be deleted for obvious reasons.) 

‘Decorating the silvers in this strait is 
becoming downright expensive,” Walt ob- 
served, returning the tacklebox with a 
leer. 

Noon came and passed and by three 
o’clock the sky was clear as a bell with 
old Sol tossing down solid chunks of 
warmth. From Pt. Lawrence we had 
gradually worked up the North shore of 
Orcus Island, trolling our wares close 
alongside precipitous rock clifis. 
reeled in his line: 
little deepah. Ouah luck is danged poorly.” 

“O.K.,” I answered, changing course, 
‘’'m going to putt-putt this sea going 
jalopy around this rocky cove once more; 
it looks fishy.” 

Making a wide circle to keep the lines 
well astern, I piloted the craft through a 
raft of foam defining a sudden change in 
tidal direction. 

My hunch paid dividends. I was fast to 
a Lulu. 

With the rod butt countersunk in my 
stomach and a right fist clamped above 
the reel I batted the throttle to stop posi- 
tion and hauled the motor shank clear of 
the water. Afraid the gang hooks would 
pull free I gave him plenty of line on his 
first run. By the time he had swiped a 
hundred feet of cuttyhunk he musta been 
shading twenty knots and changing ele- 
ments he headed for the stratosphere. 
Breaking water he wheeled upwards in a 
flashing leap that brought my heart into 
my throat and Walt to his feet in a talking 
fit. “He’s a good’n, a husky, a danged 
whale,” Walt bellowed, banging a gaff 
against the gun’le, “Lemme at ’im.” 

Gradually the steam behind his rushes 
decreased in tempo and mentally crossing 
my fingers I begin pumping the rod, try- 
ing to regain some of that 250 feet of 
cuttyhunk streaming over the stern. In 
what seemed like eons the metallic luster 
of his flanks gleamed in the sun as he 
rolled half over, mouth agape, under the 
starboard quarter. 

“If you miss with that gaff I'll have a 
hemorrhage,” I cautioned Walt, fully 
aware that many a big salmon is lost at 
this stage of the battle. 

In his eagerness Walt was more out of 
the boat than in. A final pull skidded the 
big salmon under the gaff and Walt’s 
mighty upward lunge hoisted him in, 
flopping into the boat. 

Feeling plenty good, both of us cut 
loose with a couple of Injun sereeches 
and hastily went about getting our lines 
into the water pronto. 5

The first swing through the cove netted 
a big zero and midway through the sec- 
ond Walt let loose with a bellow. .

Proper Shotgun Gauge 
for Upland Game 


We receive many inquiries asking our 
advice on the best shotgun gauge for 
general upland work. Not many hunters 
will agree on this or any other gun prob- 
lem, except that the majority of shotgun 
shooters seem to prefer the 12 bore. The 
kind of game shot and the ranges it is 
usually taken at govern, to a large extent, 
the choice of shotgun gauge. A further 
factor entering into the problem is a gun- 
ner’s ability to hit with different -sized 
patterns. We are all human and all of us 
like to hit what we shoot at, and the 
more often we can hit, and make a clean 
kill, the better we like it. There is also 
a certain gun weight with which each 
person will do his best work. Too long 
and too heavy a gun may slow us up and 
force us to take our birds further out 
than necessary, while too light a weapon 
will not feel or balance right and we will 
tend to shoot too quickly—our smooth, 
even timing will be spoiled. 

Further, long, hard tramps afield do not 
make a heavy gun any lighter at the end 
of the day, and when we are tired we 
will not handle the heavy gun with the 
same sureness and speed as when we 
started fresh in the morning. So gun 
weight must also be considered, not only 
from the standpoint of weight to be car- 
ried all day, but also as to our ability to 
handle a given weight on fast flying tar- 
gets when we ourselves are tired. 

We do not consider the small bores the 
answer, except where the shooter is a 
very expert wingshot and hunts over a 
good dog; and all his shooting is at close 
range. When such is the case, or the 
shooter is an old timer who can no longer 
pack a heavier gun for a long day’s tramp, 
then the small bore is very useful. By 
small bores we mean the .410 and the 28 
bore guns. These little guns are very 
deadly in the hands of an expert up to 
30 yards. We believe only full choke guns 
should be used on game in these two

bores, For quail, woodcock and ruffed 
grouse, or even pheasants when they are 
jumped right under foot with the aid of 
a good steady dog, the light gun in full 
choke persuasion will kill all this game 
cleanly if pointed right. Further, at close 
range, even small shot have considerable 
energy, and with No. 8 shot for quail, 
woodcock and doves they will work 
well to 30 yards, and with No. 744 shot 
they will do well on any of the larger 
game to 35 yards. However, the full choke 
pattern is small and closer holding will 
be necessary if hits are to be registered. 
Further, we need the full choke patterns 
which usually run only about 65 per cent 
from these guns on certain pattern dens- 
ity with their small shot charges. 


A much more useful and more all- 
around upland gauge is the 20 bore. The 
20 with a full ounce of shot will, in full 
choke persuasion, extend the actual kill- 
ing range to 40 or 45 yards, and give you 
considerably more leeway on birds that 
do not jump from under your feet. Fur- 
ther, if your shooting is apt to be mostly 
close range work, you can use a modified 
choke for the first barrel of a double or 
a Poly, Cutts or Weaver choke on the 
single barrel gun for such close-range 
work and have a little larger spread of 
pattern. The 20 bore is about as small as 
we would recommend for anyone in 
healthy condition. It is a very light, fast 
gun and handles light, compact ammuni- 
tion. A most excellent gauge with which 
to start the youngster or lady hunter. 
The light %-ounce charge can be used 
when shooting is to be at short ranges 25 
to 30 yards and the full.ounce load for all 
work at 35 to 45 yards range. It is a fine 
little upland gun, but will never equal 
the average work of the 16 bore at any 
but very short ranges. 

For an all-around upland gun our vote 
goes to the 16 bore as the best suited of 
all gauges. In Europe the 16 bore has 
long been the standard gun for all upland 
work, while in England the 12 bore is 
the standard just as it is here in America. 
However, the English-12 bore gun usually 
weighs under 7 pounds, is a straight- 
stocked double and is chambered for the 
21%4-inch British load with only one to 
1-1/16 ounces of shot, which is really a 
lighter load than our 16 bore handles 
here. We consider those ultra-light Brit- 
ish 12 bores as a fad and we would per- 
sonally prefer a good, modern, high-grade 
16 bore made for our 2-9/16 to 234” 
cases with 14 ounces of shot as a far 
better and longer-ranged weapon. Eng- 
lish shooting is usually at driven game 
and the ranges are very short, else they 
could not get top performance from open 
bored guns handling only 1-1/6 ounces of 
shot. 

The 16 bore gun can be had in a weight 
of 644 to 7% pounds that will do about 
anything on upland game that our heav- 
ier 12 bore guns will do and actually fall 
only about three to five yards behind in 
extreme killing range. Further, it gives 
us a light, easily carried weapon and 
lighter, less bulky ammunition than any 
12 bore, and a gun that is several yards 
faster on the mark on jumped game. Big, 
powerful men will not need such a light 
gun and might well do their best work 
with a heavier 12 bore, but the average 
upland gunner will find a perfect fitting

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16 bore just about the sweetest little gun 
he ever used for upland work. We shot 
an old No. 3 Ithaca 16 bore with 30” full 
choke barrel for 17 years and used it for 
everything from upland game to ducks 
and always got our full share of the birds. 
If a better gauge is to be had for upland 
work, we have failed to find it. 

In full choke a 16 gauge is deadly with 
No. 5 or No. 6 shot out of 50 on the larger 
upland game. Further, now that standard 
trap loads are limited to 14% ounces of 
shot, we can see no need of the 12 bore 
gun even for standard trap shooting over 
a perfect 16 bore. True, the*larger bore 
should theoretically deform a few less 
pellets than the smaller 16 bore with same 
shot charge, but in actual performance, 
and also on the pattern board, you will 
find mighty little, if anything, in favor of 
the 12 bore over the 16 with 14% ounces 
of shot. The heavier 12 bore trap gun 
would give slightly less recoil over long 
strings at the trap and might thus be some 
advantage, and big strong shooters might 
find the weight and feel of the heavier 12 
bore more in line with their strength and 
general reactions than the lighter 16 bore. 
But in actual pattern performances at any 
range there is so darn little difference 
between the two bores when both are 
used with 14% ounces of shot that no one 
could tell it even after counting a great 
many patterns. 

When we turn to upland work, where 
we have to pack the gun and ammunition 
all day, to say nothing, we hope, of hav- 
ing to pack a load of heavy birds, then 
the sweet shooting sixteen really comes 
into its own. What the 12 bore has over 
it in effective range the sixteen makes up 
for by being faster on the game. If you 
are not a good shot and need a more open 
boring than a 12 bore with 1% on loads 
will give you, the same pattern density 
with a more open bore and a greater 
spread of pattern, and by the same token 
a ten bore with 1% ounces of shot will 
still beat the 12 bore. However, in these 
days of small bag limits, I think most 
shooters will soon find they are not han- 
dicapped in the least with a 16 bore.

Sportsmen who have been seeking a 
powerful outboard that combines trolling 
speeds and maneuverability with extra 
power probably will find the answer in 
the new motors announced for 1951 pro- 
duction by Johnson Motors of Waukegan, 
Til., and Evinrude of Milwaukee. 

The two motors, each developing 25 


‘horsepower, are similar in basic design 


but styled differently. The Johnson motor 
will be known as the Sea Horse 25, a 
name similar to others of the popular line, 
with Evinrude’s model known as the Big 
Twin. 

Recently the two manufacturers showed 
off these new motors at a preview demon- 
stration on Pine Lake, Wisconsin. 

Though each develops 25 horsepower,

respective lines. The weight of each is 
only 85 pounds—the lowest power-weight 
ratio that has ever been achieved in a 
service model.

Delta POWER-KING 
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Several years ago I spent a wild two hours 
chasing a school of white bass around 
in Gordon Park Lagoon on Cleveland’s 
lakefront. The white bass, harassing a 
school of minnows, were in a mood to 
strike at anything that moved. Almost 
every cast brought a fat, scrappy white 
bass. And when the school faded away 
as suddenly as it had appeared, I had a 
string of fish I was able to brag about for 
years. That was my introduction to Lake 
Erie white bass. That was what I called 
real fishing. Many similar experiences 
have completely sold me on the white 
bass as a game fish. 

Although white bass resemble perch 
somewhat in body structure, their color 
and body markings are distinctly differ- 
ent. Dark gray on top and a bright 
metallic silver underneath, white bass 
have seven or eight narrow stripes of 
close-set spots ranging longitudinally 
along the scale rows from gill covers 
to the tail. 

Like the perch, white bass are not 
particularly large fish. Being somewhat 
chunky, a foot long white bass will 
weigh about one pound. Although this 
is an average size for Lake Erie white 
bass, they often come much larger. In 
western Michigan some have been taken 
that were close to four pounds. In Texas, 
where everything comes bigger, white 
bass occasionally reach a weight of five 
pounds. 

White bass are lake fish, normally. The 
lake must be of good size, and if it is 
deep, so much the better. Like most other 
game fish, they prefer their water clear 
and clean. Living in clear water keeps 
their flesh free from the muddy taste so 
common to fish which are less fussy. To 
my taste, there is no better eating fish 
than the white bass. 

Some of the game fishes like to lie in 
wait in the weeds or behind underwater 
obstructions, ready to pounce upon any 
living creature smaller than themselves. 
Not so the white bass. They just do not 
stay put. Preying on schools of minnows 
as they do, these fish get around. 

When they locate a school of minnows, 
they churn the surface over a wide area. 
Terrified minnows skitter wildly over the 
surface, relentlessly pursued by flashing 
streaks of silver. Their killer-instinct at 
white heat, the white bass strike at any- 
thing even faintly resembling a minnow 
until their voracious appetites are ap- 
peased or until their prey escapes. I have 
caught them so full of minnows that they 
disgorged a handful while I was remov- 
ing the hook.

White Bass! Try Fishing for This 
Gamester with Light Tackle 


By John W. Korda 


At times like this white bass prove 
their worth as game fish. Every cast 
means a strike, almost every strike a 
fish. They usually do not break water 
like a bass or trout, but then neither do 
they sulk as walleyes sometimes do. 
White bass are spirited scrappers. They 
slam into the bait with a vigor un- 
believable for their size. These are no 
sluggish vegetarians. These are meat- 
eaters, fish that like their meat raw and 
struggling.

So much for the white bass as a fish.

To keep the 
innow on the hook, he threads the 
hook through the minnow’s mouth, out 
through its gill, and then through the 
middle of its back. This method keeps the 
minnow riding upright in a natural 
manner. 

I usually start out trolling about twelve 
feet deep, using a variety of small plugs, 
ms, and spinner combinations. One of 
_ favorites is a small pearl peepee.

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kind of trolling sinker is needed, a keel 
sinker being the best. Otherwise the line 
will become hopelessly twisted and will 
spoil the fishing. 

I usually start out trolling along the 
outside of the government breakwater 
on Cleveland’s lakefront. On calm days 
I get within fifteen feet of the rocks. 
Of course, I take chances on snags, but 
experience has taught me that white bass 
will be found in close to the rocks. Expe- 
rience, evidently, has also taught white 
bass that minnows are plentiful there. 


While I troll, I keep a watchful eye 
on the gulls and terns. When one of 
them lets out an agonized squawk and 
dives headlong into the water, I watch 
the rest of the flock. If they race for that 
same spot, screeching madly, that is my 
cue. Ten to one a school of white bass 
is siashing through the school of min- 
nows, driving them to the surface. 

I then switch to “chugging blocks” 
or light casting sinkers and go to work. 
Minnows, gulls, and white bass thrash 
wildly in the water in one frenzied 
scramble. Minnows come bouncing out of 
the waves with white bass only inches 
behind. Sometimes a bucketful of min- 
nows bursts through the surface like a 


fountain, only to fall into a boiling mass 


of white bass beneath. 

At such times it is imperative to work 
fast, because the school may suddenly 
submerge and not reappear, or it may 
come up a mile away. This may he an

erratic and unpredictable sort of fishing, 
but it has moments when it is packed 
with action and excitement. In my expe- 
rience it has no counterpart in freshwater 
fishing. 

Because of their ability to propagate 
rapidly and naturally, and because of 
their fine game and food qualities, white 
bass are being introduced in increasing 
numbers into suitable water areas, in- 
cluding many of the newly impounded 
waters. White bass now range from New 
York, west through the Great Lakes 


region to Wisconsin and southern Minne- 


sota, south to Oklahoma and Texas, and 
east to Alabama and Tennessee. They are 
seldom found in small streams or small 
lakes. In the larger rivers they are often 
found in the swift waters below dams. 

In April or May the first few weeks of 
warm weather send the white bass up 


the larger rivers to spawn. These spawn- 
ing runs are the real beginnings of the 
white bass season. During the summer 
months the fishing continues to be uni-~- 
formly good, surprisingly good, some- 
times, even on the hottest, brightest 
summer days. They seem to be able to 
stand up well in warm weather, 

In the early fall months, however, the 
fishing begins to taper off. This seems to 
be due to the abundance of maturing 
minnow fry. In winter, white bass fishing 
is almost nonexistent. 


Let’s Go 
Ice Fishing 
By Dick Fortney 


So it’s winter! (up North at least) The 
snow pelts down, and the wind howls. 
You have to keep stoking the furnace. 
You've filled up the radiator of your car 
with anti-freeze, and the tire chains are 
handy in the trunk. The outdoors, right 
now, is far from your thoughts. 

- So—back away from the fire, put on 
some heavy clothing, dig into the tackle 
box and get out a few items. And let’s 
go ice fishing. 

“Where shall we go?” you ask. Natur- 
ally, we'll go to the very spots we know 
harbored fish before winter put an end 
to our trips astream. If you are acquainted 
with a lake or pond, you'll know where 


bottom springs send fresh water up. You'll 


also be acquainted with the weed beds, 


the gravel bars and the rocky drop-offs 


which attract fish. If it is a stream we 
plan to fish, you’ll be able to guide us to 
the pools which also have springs feeding 


them and which contain ledges, boulders . 


and other havens for the fish. 

We can do our ice fishing, you see, in 
some large pool of still water in a river 
or creek as well as in a lake or pond. 

But first of all we'll carefully check 


the fishing laws of the state in which Wey 


fish, to make sure of the species of fish 


which may he legally caught az this ine 
of the ycer. 

We must be sure to take that precau- 
tion. Panfish such as suckers and perch 
are fair game all year, as a rule, but 
winter angling for pickerel, for example, 
is forbidden in some states. 

We'll have to give some thought to fish- 
ing conditions, just as we did during the 
spring, summer, and autumn. For fish- 
ing will be best if the surface of the ice 
is covered with snow and the mercury 
stands somewhere between 25 and 35 
degrees above zero. We also will make 
sure that the ice is strong enough to bear 
our weight, for nobody wants to get 
dunked in ice water. 


Our tackle is simple. Most important 
‘is a supply of hooks which are strong 


and sharp. Ones left over from last sea- 
son will do, if they are in good condition. 
But hooks are cheap, so it will be wise 
for us to buy some new ones—and then 


to use a small hone to dress the points — 


to make sure they will take hold quickly 
and firmly. 


We'll need a length of good, strong © 


fishing line. And some strong leader ma- 
terial will be needed, too. Heavy natural 
gut is to be preferred, for some of the 
synthetics become brittle and break easily

when subjected to extremely low temper- 
atures. 

To make our fishing easier, we’ll also 
need a tip-up. 

Once we have cut a hole in the ice, 
we rig up the “tip-up” and, then, when 
a fish tugs on the line, the end bearing 
the signal flag will fly up into the air. 

However we'll have to do a bit of 
work before we begin fishing—that is, 
well have to make a hole through the 
ice. But if we are wise, we'll not use an 
axe for this job. A large chisel attached 
to a heavy pole will do a faster and easier 
job. Incidentally, we'll tie a bit of cord 
to the chisel handle and have it anchored 
somewhere, for cold hands can lose their 
grip on tools and drop them into the 
water. 

One other thing. We’ll be sure to make 
a hole large enough. We don’t want a fish 
to catch on the edge of the ice when we 
attempt to land it. Also, if the ice. is 
very thick, we'll make the hole bigger 
in diameter at the water surface than we 
do on the top, so that there will be no 
sharp edge of ice to snag the fish, or per- 
haps even to cut it free. 

We'll also take along some sort of 
dipper which we'll have to use to keep 
the hole free of slush ice that will form 
while we fish. 

Now we have to decide the question 
of lures or bait for our angling. 

Minnows—alive if we can get them, 
but preserved in jars if nothing else 
is available—are the preferred baits. We 
also can use worms, if we are lucky to 
be handy enough to a manure pile to dig 
them out of the warm soil. 

Presuming that we will use minnows, 
we'll remember to hook them through 
the back at the dorsal fin, being careful 
not to injure them by piercing the spinal 
region. 

In event the bait fails to work, we'll 
take along some artificial lures too, par- 
ticularly if we expect to catch pickerel. 

We'll take along some spoons that. we 
can let down into the water and jiggle 
up and down with our lines. 

Incidentally, this spoon will be far 
more effective, for pike, than bait which 
is not lively. Remember, pickerel prefer 
to kill their own food and usually will 
strike only moving bait or lures. 

We'll cut several holes in the ice, with 
good spacing in between, and we'll build 
a fire at a convenient spot to warm our- 
selves occasionally. 

But we'll not make the mistake of sit- 
ting back near the fire after the lines 
are set and waiting for something to 
happen. Fish can be taken this way, but 
it’s the angler who makes frequent visits 
to the holes who gets the big catches. 

So we’ll keep moving from hole to hole, 
cleaning out newly formed ice and slush 
and giving the line a bit of jiggling to 
stir up the bait. We'll examine the bait 
from time to time and put on new when 
the old is lifeless and worn out. 

And, finally, just in case the fishing is 
good and we decide to return again soon, 
we'll cut some tall brush which we will 
stick in the ice near where we tished to 
mark the good locations where we will 
cut holes in the ice for some more winter 
angling.

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KEEPING A HUNTING DOG 
OFTEN IS A PROBLEM ... 
BUT HERE ARE TIPS ON , BOB BECKER—EDITOR 


Home Kennels for your Canine Companions 


By I. E. Lively 


The kenneling of hunting dogs by the 
city dweller—the sportsman keeping one 
or two dogs with limited space—has been 
and still is a problem. In all probability 
many have permitted this apparent ob- 
stacle to become a stumbling stone in 
their path to the point of seriously 
handicapping or completely forcing the 
abandonment of owning and hunting with 
dogs, and it is for such sportsmen these 
few lines are written. 

Hunting dogs do not use or require 
much space in kennel runways providing 
they are exercised regularly. And the 
hunter who does not take the interest 
in his dog to keep him well exercised 
does not merit the honor and privilege 
of owning one. The average hunting dog 
will not use more than 100 square feet 
of ground space, which can be square 
or any dimension most fitting to the 
available space. 

For the one or two dog owner the 
best possible kennel house can be made 
from a large heavy wooden barrel, of 
about 55 or 60-gallon capacity. Usually 


it is possible to locate them at the neigh- Here’s a typical layout for small kennels. The front run is 8 x 10 feet and the 
bérhood heed RA back run 8 x 8 feet.

, rent 1g Ne The ground area is covered with concrete to reduce the amount of work and 
usually found at bakeries. The price assure clean, comfortable living 
range is from one to two dollars per 
barrel. Such a barrel after being con- 
verted into sleeping quarters will accom- 
modate one to four dogs the size of a 
Beagle; one to two the size of pointers, 
setters and larger hounds. By directing 
a postal card to the Gaines Dog Food 
Company they will send a simple and 
complete diagram, including instructions 
covering the preparation of the Wooden 
Barrel Kennel House. 

For the kennel fence post, gate and 
railings, scrap pipe is the most economi- 
cal. The size of pipe most desirable is 1” 
or 114” and by the use of hand-rail fit- 
tings, which can be obtained at most 
hardware stores, the only tools necessary 
are: a hacksaw to cut the pipe to desired 
lengths; a heavy maul for driving the 
pipe in the ground (this can be a heavy 
piece of timber); a pair of pliers; screw- 
driver and an adjustable wrench. If 
galvanized pipe is used, heavily coat with 
asphalt or tar the portion that goes in the 
ground; if black pipe, then coat all the 
pipe with preserver as mentioned. Pipe 
for the post, framing and gate can usually 
be found at most scrap dealers at a very : : “ 
reasonable price. This kennel was constructed by Joe Turner, also of Huntington, adjacent to 

a garage. The pipe framing is 34” scrap pipe, the wire for covering the sides 
is of 1” x 2” mesh while the covering is 114” x 4” mesh. The kennel is four 
feet high and escape proof. Note the tables and platforms on which the dogs 

can lounge and keep out of the sun

By far the most desirable wire is the 
electric welded, 1” x14” mesh, galva- 
nized, and the gauge of the wire should 


34 
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be at least No. 11 or larger. This wire 
can be purchased in two, three, four and 
five-foot widths. This wire does not lend 
to uneven ground, therefore, the kennel 
space should be level. By starting at 
either side of the gate opening this wire 
can be wrapped around the pipe post and 
fastened and stretched around the frame- 
work to the pipe post on the opposite 
side of the gate and fastened without 
the use of clamps or other means of 
securing and a neat job can be had. It 
is not necessary that the wire be stretched 
tight; however, all slack and sagging 
should be removed. 

Some dogs can climb out of most any 
type kennel, therefore, to play safe, cover 
the entire kennel with the same wire as 
used in the fence. Once a dog learns he 
cannot get out of his kennel little trouble 
will be experienced but once he learns 
he can escape, thereafter, he will not 


' stay in and will work for hours, exercis- 


ing many cunning tricks to-go free. Some 
dogs are past masters at digging under 


‘kennel fences. Therefore, it is proper to 


prevent this source of escape by either 


extending the kennel wire down in the 


ground about six inches, or by using 
other materials such as brick, concrete 
or cinder blocks and/or heavy wooden 
boards. The cheapest method is to visit 
the scrap dealer and secure strips of 
galvanized metal roofing. Cut this into 
strips about twelve inches wide. Dig a 
trench around the kennel about six to 


eight inches deep and place the metal 


roofing down in the ground. Also permit 
it to lap on the kennel fence four to five 
inches, attaching the metal tu the fence 
with wire clamps about every twelve 
inches. If it is desirable to preserve the 
life of the metal, cover it heavily with 
asphalt or tar. 

A small table or platform should be 
placed in the kennel yard, large enough 
for the dog or dogs to lie on when the 
ground is cold and wet. It will serve also 
as shade when the sun is boiling down. 
This table or platform should be of the 
height to permit the dog to walk under it. 


The kennel yard should be so located 
that it will stay dry at all times and 
drain quickly after rains and melting 
snow. It should also be laid out to permit 
easy and quick cleaning. Various mate- 
rials can be used in the yards to keep 
down moisture, such as cinders, sand, 
erushed limestone, etc. Some covering 
should be used over clay to reduce to a 
minimum odors and muddy yards. If con- 
erete runs are desirable and the builder 


does not wish much expense to be in- 


volved, a cheap way to make durable 
concrete runs is to secure a piece of 
moistureproof or marine plywood, two 


feet square. Attach to. the plywood, by 


the use of hinges, strips of wood 1” x 142”, 
to make a shallow box 1%” deep, to 
form concrete slabs. Determine the num- 
ber of two-foot square slabs necessary 
and purchase heavy concrete reinforcing 


wire, 21” square. Place the wire in the | 


box about 14” from the bottom and then 
pour well mixed concrete into the box 


over the wire and allow about 24 hours | 


to harden. Concrete slabs made this way 
are durable and can be moved should 
conditions warrant. These slabs can be

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portion desired. Be sure that the ground 
under the concrete slabs is level and 
covered with a thin layer of sand, well 
tamped, otherwise the concrete slabs will 
quickly break to pieces. 

It is highly desirable that kennel yards 
be so located that the sun will flood them 
at all times to keep them as dry as pos- 
sible. Shade is a “must” in the summer 
months, however, and this can be effected 
by the use of sun tables, large pieces of 
heavy canvas or other material through 
which the sun will not penetrate, hung 
about the kennel or spread over the 
framework and wire. 

In the location and construction of ken- 
nels, these three factors are highly im- 
portant: (1) A kennel should be so lo- 
cated and constructed that it can be kept 
dry and clean with a minimum amount of 
work. No dog can be comfortable and 
stay healthy in filthy and wet quarters. 
For the city dweller “Clean Kennels” is 
a must because the sanitation officers will 
surely run dogs out of the neighborhood 
if kennels become and stay filthy. 

(2) Comfort should rank high on the 
list. The dog should be so quartered 
that he will keep warm and dry in foul 
weather and cool during the hot summer 
days. Proper drainage will do much to 
help him be comfortable, which calls for 
proper surfacing of the ground area so 
it will be free from mud and standing 
water. 

(3) The kennel fence should be so con- 
structed and all possible alleys of escape 
plugged, because hunting dogs are accus- 
tomed to getting through fences while in 
the field and many will try for days to 
escape; also, a hunting dog likes to be 
free and if the love to hunt and pursue 
game is in him, he will at all times be 
trying to escape the kennel to go hunting. 
Few people come into the possession of 
a good hunting dog without some expense 
and time in training, therefore, know 
that your kennel fence is escape-proof 
and that your hunting dog will be avail- 
able when you want to use him.

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stance known as penicillin, derived from 
a species of mold and discovered twenty 
years ago in England. It has been found 
extremely active 
bacteria, especially some of those causing 
disease. Many of the latter are more or 
less resistant to most drugs. In some 
cases these kinds succumb to the effects 
of penicillin. 

Combinations of sulfa with penicillin 
have been observed to have greater use- 
fulness than either drug alone. For ex- 
ample, in the most modern treatment of 
early distemper infection of dogs, com- 
binations of sulfa and penicillin are being 
used. The former is usually given by 
mouth and the penicillin is injected into 
the thick muscles of the hind leg. 

Following the discovery of the useful- 
ness of penicillin for treatment of dis- 
eases, a great amount of research was 
begun to find other mold extracts as good 
or better. Now there are four very 
promising compounds, all of these pro- 
duced by specific molds or bacteria. Each 
one of these has its place in the treat- 
ment of infectious diseases. 

Probably the one that has received the 
most publicity recently is the golden- 
yellow extract, aureomycin. It has shown 
to have nearly unbelievable possibilities 
in diseases where nearly all other treat- 
ment has failed. It is one of the few that 
is effective on viruses, the sub-microscopic 
agents like those that cause pox, polio- 
myelitis, rabies, hog cholera etc. Just 
how useful it will. become in some of 
these diseases remains to be seen. 

The antibiotics or mold extracts have 
several important advantages. First of 
all, they are almost non-toxic and rarely 
cause any disturbing upsets (side reac- 
tions). In only a few instances, in hu- 
mans, have patients been found that are 
sensitive. To date there have been al- 
most no published reports on penicillin 
sensitivity in animals. The few cases ob- 
served are rare! 

Another class of compounds that have 
had lots of publicity for the past year are 
the antihistamines. These gained promi- 
nence for the relief of the symptoms 
of the common cold. Nearly every drug 
firm has a brand. Some are better than 
others. A few are useful in allergic dis- 
eases of dogs such as hives and other 
food or drug allergies. 

Some important advances have been 
made for the treatment of diseases of the 
liver and kidneys. In aged dogs as well 
as humans, for example, when the vital 
organs are weakened the function of the 
heart, liver or kidneys is impaired. To 
assist the body, chemists have now de-
